Never ask another woman if such and such a thing will 
make you look belter. Ask a man. He will give you the 
truth, even if it sometimes hurts

imperfections and emphasise her good points with camou- 
flage, wigs,, hairpieces, and cos- I

Women who conform lo fashion, who wear the same 
make- up, die same hairstyle look t ate like newly minted 
coins. You can't tetl one from another and no woman of 
character, of ability, is likely to let herself become moulded 
into a pattern of uniformity. 

Andree Rapotec, wife of the artist Stanislaus Rapntec, 
who has two teenage children, is to me a beautiful woman. 
The repose of her face, the strangeness, the freckles and 
warm akin texture, and lack of heavy make-up malt*: Jrerfi an 
interesting and individual fate. 

Another beautiful Sydney woman is Mrs. Jock Gossc. A 
mother of three grown-up sonfi, the eldest 22, she has a face 
full of character., a wide, clear, open expression of warmth 
and individuality. 

To me a woman's skin is important. I prefer the warm, 
brown, suntanned skin to the cold look of alabaster. 

Elizabeth Ford, now Mrs. Jim My Irs, has that beautiful 
brown texture that glows wilh life Hers is a face very 
rare in that it pleases most people most often, and still 
manages to preserve a little strangeness that is all its own. 

fn Australia^ women who have been ardenl sun* 
worshippers all their lives often Jind* suddenly, that climatic 
conditions need to be tcckoned with in navigating middle 
age. Ofifm (hey are galvanised into a late and frantic 
search for skin rare, beauty treatment, and plastic surgery. 

It is paradoxic a I that most well-off, dark-skinned Eastern 
women go to great lengths to protect their faces from sun 
and wind at all times and their skin> in later life, is often

Too many attractive women are bic lined to mess around 
with themselves and their hair to follow fashion dictates. 

J think one of the greatest beauty detractions was the 
beehive hairdo. At its worst it was a mound of agitated 
fairy floss: at its best a badge of artificiality* 

Short hair is a difficult style to wear and can completely 
destroy the unit of balance of some faces. A sensitive hair- 
dresser, like a good make-up artist, is well worth the 
money . 

As a woman grows older, richer, and more knowledgeable 
about presenting herself, .-die should acquire a j^ood hair- 
dresser, as she arquires couture rloihes. 

Blue je:ins, mini skirts, and free- flowing hair are best icU 
to the young; who. incidentally, often destroy what beauty 
they have by extravagant hairstyles and a general overgild- 
ing of the UJy. 

But the older woman who tries over hard to keep her 
youth, and in doing so follows the dictates of extreme 
fashion vui table only for the young, becomes ludicrous. 

Outward beauty, youthful beauty, is like a butterfly. 
There only for a short time, it can quickly Hoal away. 

Beauty really doesn't run to any particular pattern when 
it comes from personality. 

But it Li worth noting that it is personality which accounls 
for the admiration won by women who arc not beautiful 
hut succeed in attracting men against the competition 
of women whose faces are regarded as beautiful. 

Wiv young women do not waste their beauty by neglect. 

A mode! takes about an hour to put on her make-up for a 
particular pose, but immediately 
after, to protect her skin, she re- 
moves every trace of that make- . ho* freckles;

Another warning; Many an otherwise handsome girl 
spoils her chances of being admired for her beauty the 
minute she opern her mouth— her unattractive voice and 
manner of speaking cancel out any beauty of face

CI-:CIL BEATON has ravished 
London with his latest theatrical 
creation, the sets and costuming of 
Oscar Wilde's 74-ynar-oId comedy, 
"Lady Windermere* Fan." 

It is never easy to repeat an over- 
whelming success. When Beaton brought 
Loiidun out of post-war austerity in 1945 
by desi^nine, the same play, it was bound 
to have them cheering hi the amir* Vs 
he put it: 

" 'Audiences w^rc starved (or bright 
colors^ rich silks, artificial flowers, and 
I t too, indued my penr-np emotions in 
an orgy of Edwardian luxury." 

But thin sear, when director Anthony 
Quayle asked him to do it again, he 
knew that it would be an anti-climax 
to repeat the same effect*. 

He did not attempt it. 

This production ii just as tush, jusi

Trading under the name 
of "Moriiistique" and with 
the mono '"Nothing but the 
best," they sell seven ex- 
clusive products — including 
a delicate pel fun if and a 
rich skin food — at mod era ir 
prices throughout Australia. 

"We have only a home 
industry," the monastery's 
Reverend Mother said in 
a gentle voice, 

"We have no wish to com- 
pete with the bis beauty 
firms. We intend to keep Lhe 

personal touch, mi anything 
too big would interfere with 
our contemplative Life." 

1 1 is not so astonishing for 
Carmelites, who do not show 
their faces to the world, to 
be engaged in the beauty 
business, say* Reverend 
Mother. 

"Our life is characterised 
by snliiudc and prayer, hut 
jim indifference to the world 
anri its needs, " she said. 

"We are still feminine, we 
don't lose our femininity 
because we are enclosed.

"If Vietnam should fall it 
would indicate to the people of 
South-East Asia that complete 
Communist domination of their 
part of the world is almost 
inevitable. 

"Your brother was in Viet- 
nam because the threat to the 
Vietnamese people is, in the 
long run, a threat to the free 
world community, and ulti- 
mately a threat to us also.

Bishop Fox said the Pope had 
clearly pointed out that what 
he wanted in Vietnam was a 
just peace, not peace at any 
price. 

Bishop Fox said in the Pope's 
encyclical urging the recitation 
of the rosary for world peace, 
His Holiness said: 

"This peace must rest on 
justice and the liberty of man- 
kind and take into account the 
rights of individuals and com- 
munities. 

"Otherwise it will be shifting 
and unstable."

A gardener's guide for 
November-December 

By ALLAN SEALE 

• At this time of the year, the well-stocked garden con 
coast along without heavy demands on your time. 



THE main task at ihis time of 
year is to keep sufficient water 
up to the plants during hot, dry 
conditions, without too frequent 
watering. 

A Rood soaking once or twice earn, 
week is best. C ohm am light watering 
encuurages the plant* to make safl 
growth and surf act! roots, 

Less (rcquenl snakings induce the 
roots to fossick deeply into the moist 
subsoil, making the plant* less vulner- 
able fco heatwave conditions or a lapse 
in the normal watering program. 

Light sandy soil will need more fre- 
quent watering than heavier clay loam, 
dense plantings more than sparse ones. 

Judge how often and how much water 
b needed by your garden by digging a. 
small hole here and there to check the 
condition of the soil hclnw the surface. 

If it i* moi$t three or four inches 
down, leave it fur a day longer, then 
check again. Don't Let the dry appear- 
ance of the surface tempt you to water 
until the dryness of the lower soil indi- 
cate? that it is necessary.

CHRYSANTHEMUMS 

Give c hry santhemums their fast 
pinch hack to encourage bushiness, 
Watch for btark aphids. If these are 
about, they will be found clustered along 
rhe stem of the new growths, Ma lath ion 
or any complete pesticide will ronrrnl 
therm 

GERANIUMS 

Cut back stems of geraniums whirh 
have flowered, This wiU force the new 
shoots to come from the base of the 
plant, keeping growth more compact 
and attractive 

Watch under the foRagr for the tell- 
tale velvety spots which indicate the 
presenre of rust. This can also be de- 
tected by pale spots on the opposite 
side (top) of the leaf. Remove oadly 
infected leaves, and spray the remainder 
with Zineb nr such as a rose spray whirh 
contains this ingredient. 

AZALEAS, RHODODENDRONS 

. Lace bug or thrips may attack foliage, 
particularly in dry areas or where the 
plants are protected from weather. 
Either pest will cause the foliage to first 
develop a fine mottling, whirh later ex-
